Portuga l re v e rs e s its ba n 


LISBON, Po rtugal (AP) — The 
Po rtuguese military to day rev ersed its 
decisio n to hand o v er the So cialist 
newspaper República to Co mmunist 
printers who fo rced the daily to clo se 
fo ur weeks ago . 
The issue, which sparked a ho t dispute 
amo ng the two leftist parties and the pro ­ 
v isio nal go v ernment, was sent back to 
the army ’s Rev o lutio nary Co uncil, the 
supreme po litical autho rity in Po rtugal. 
Members o f the wo rkers’ co mmittee, 
v isibly disappo inted, said the paper 
wo uld no t be reo pened befo re Wednesday 
o r Thursday . 


The military was to hav e reo pened the 
República o n Mo nday under its So cialist 
management, but gav e the key to the 
building to the Co mmunist printers in­ 


stead when the edito rs said they wo uld 
no t resume publicatio n unless the go v ­ 
ernment agreed to co nditio ns that wo uld 
prev ent a new shutdo wn. 
Earlier to day , a So cialist party 
spo kesman repo rted that there had been 
further nego tiatio ns between the paper’s 
So cialist o fficials and COPCON, the 
military security fo rce charged with re­ 
o pening the paper. 
A COPCON statement issued at the 
same time accused the República o f­ 
ficials o f “ disrespect fo r the right to 
wo rk and no no bserv ance o f the decisio ns 
o f the Rev o luto nary Co uncil.” It said this 
was harmful to “ the adv ance o f the re­ 
v o lutio nary pro cess.” 
República is the last majo r Lisbo n 
newspaper no t under Co mmunist co n­ 


tro l. The go v ernment clo sed the paper 
after the printers seized it and o nly 
agreed to return it to the So cialists after 
the party threatened to pull o ut o f the 
pro v isio nal go v ernment. 
On Mo nday , when Maj. Dias Ferreira 
o f COPCON arriv ed to reo pen the build­ 
ing, chief edito r Raul Rego and ad­ 
ministrato r Gustav o So ro menho handed 
him a list o f co nditio ns which they said 
must be met to prev ent ano ther attempt 
by the Co mmunists to take o v er. 
They demanded that the o wners be 
giv en the right to name sho p fo remen, 
that printers o ppo sed to the paper’s 
edito rial co ntent be allo wed to mo v e to 
o ther jo bs and that they be allo wed to 
fire the business manager, who suppo rt­ 
ed the printers. 
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Ambula nc e s ubs idy 
re que s te d by firm 


Altho ugh he co uld o ffer no specific 
mo netary amo unt, Kenneth J o e Wasso n, 
o wner 
o f 
Pettis 
Co unty Ambulance, 
Mo nday night asked the City Co uncil to 
subsidize his three-ambulance o peratio n. 
Wasso n said he wo uld be able to tell the 
co uncil at its nex t meeting, J uly 7 , ho w 
much mo ney he wo uld need. 
Wasso n claims the increased co st o f 
maintaining his ambulances, pay ing his 
emplo y es and buy ing equipment makes it 
necessary fo r the city o r the Pettis Co unty 
Co urt, o r bo th to subsidize him. 
Wasso n’s atto rney , J ames Durley , to ld 
the co uncil: “ So mething has go t to be do ne 
in o ur area, o r we wo n’t hav e any 
' (ambulance serv ice).” 
Durley filed the co mpany ’s 19 73 inco me 
tax returns with Qty Qerk Ralph Dedrick 
and inv ited co uncilmen to v isit the 
ambulanc*e co mpany o ffice at 6 26 Elast 
Fifth to inspect the certificates held by 
Wasso n and his emplo y es. 
Acco rding to Durley , Pettis Co unty 
Ambulance made $29 ,749 .70 in 19 74 and 
spent $3 3 ,847.3 1. He said Wasso n and his 
wife, who is a bcensed practical nurse, do 


no t draw a salary fro m the co mpany . 
Wasso n has a to tal o f fo ur fulltime 
emplo y es and six part-time wo rkers. 
“ Priv ate enterprise canno t make it in 
this business,” Durley said. “ May be it is 
time fOT the dty o r the ho spital to take it 
o v er.” 
If the co mpany is no t funded, Wasso n has 
said he will cut back his serv ices and 
o perate o n “ an appo intment basis o nly .” 
During a break in the co uncil meeting, 
Wasso n 
said, 
“ we 
just 
wo n’t 
run 
emergencies.” 


Wasso n indicated he wo uld remo v e the 
red lights and the wo rd “ ambulance” fro m 
his v ehicles and transpo rt perso ns fro m 
ho spitals to their ho mes o r ano ther 
ho spital. He said he co uld make mo ney this 
way because he wo uld no t hav e to meet 
state 
ambulance 
requirements 
that 
demand emergency equipment and two 
licensed perso ns per ambulance. 
Fo urth Ward Republican Ro bert Eidso n 
asked ho w much mo ney Wasso n wo uld 
need to stay in business. 
“ 1 hav e no idea at this time ... we will 


just hav e to sit do wn and talk nickel-to - 
nickel,” Wasso n replied. 
Wasso n to ld the co uncil he has had the 
business since March 1,19 6 9 “ and my wife 
and 1 hav e o nly been away o ne weekend 
since then.” 
During the co uncil break, Wasso n said: 
“ I’v e had my fill o f po lice calls and J -2s 
(injury accidents).” 
Durley said if the co mpany co uld get 
mo ney fro m the city it wo uld also try to get 
funds fro m the Co unty Co urt. Wasso n said 
he has already talked with the co urt abo ut 
a subsidy . The co urt has taken no actio n, 
ho wev er. 
Durley and Wasso n said it wo uld no t be 
fair to the city to be the so le suppo rter o f 
the ambulance co mpany . 
During the discussio n. May o r J erry 
J o nes asked what Wasso n wo uld do if a 
subsidy is no t granted. J o nes said Wasso n 
threatened to quit the ambulance business 
in 19 73 , when the co uncil rejected his first 
appeal fo r a subsidy .

ROME (AP) — Stro ng Co mmunist 
gains in natio nwide lo cal electio ns in­ 
creased pressure to day fo r inclusio n o f 
the partv in the natio nal go v ernment fo r 
the first time since 19 47 and caused a 
sharp dro p in sto ck pric*es.

Panicky 
selling 
reduced 
prices an 
av erage o f 7 per cent at the o pening o f the 
Milan sto ck market, Italy ’s largest. Such 
big industrials as Fiat, Pirelli, Mo ntediso n 
and Snia Visco sa fell 10 per cent. 


Industrial circles fo resaw negativ e re­ 
percussio ns fo r the Italian eco no my , 
with a further slo wdo wn in inv estment 
and a sharp increase in the illegal ex po rt 
o f capital. 
The Co mmunists ran fewer than 
6 00,000 v o tes behind the Christian 
Demo crats in the v o ting Sunday and 
Mo nday and their fo rmer allies, the 
So cialists, also made gains. 


“ Italians sho wed they kno w that the 
Co mmunist party is the real bastio n o f 
freedo m,” the jubilant party secretary , 
Enrico Berlinguer, declared as cheering 
y o ung suppo rters ppcked the street in 
fro nt o f the party headquarters in do wn­ 
to wn Ro me. 
“ The Co m m unist party is in­ 
dispensable fo r the salv atio n and rebirth 
o f the natio n,” Berlinguer asserted. 
The electio ns Mo nday were fo r 15 o f 
the natio n’s 20 regio nal legislatures, ad­ 
v iso ry co uncils in 86 o f the 9 4 pro v inces 
and municipal co uncils in 6 ,3 00 o f the 
8,000 cities and to wns. But the campaign 
was fo ught o n natio nal issues, and the 
o utco me was certain to pro duce de­ 
mands fo r the disso lutio n o f Parliament 
and natio nal electio ns. 
Fo r the time being, ho wev er, the Co m­ 
munists did no t call fo r the resignatio n o f

WASHINGTON (AP) — Cuba has de­ 
cided to return to So uthern Airway s $2 
millio n in aircraft hijack ranso m mo ney , 
thus remo v ing o ne o f six o bstacles o n the 
State Department’s list o f Cuban- 
American pro blems 


Cuban Prime Minister Fidel Castro 
made kno wn his intentio ns in a letter to 
Sen. Geo rge S McGo v ern, D-S.D., who 
v isited the island last mo nth McGo v ern 
released the letter Mo nday . 
The So uthern Airway s DC9 was hi­ 
jacked in No v ember 19 72 and fo rced to 
fly to Hav ana, where the passengers and 
crew were released in return fo r $2 
millio n in ranso m The Castro go v ern­ 
ment to o k the mo ney fro m the hijackers. 


Castro ’s decisio n to release the mo ney 
after 2^ 2 y ears caught the State Depart­ 
ment by surprise. Officials did no t say 
whether it wo uld pro mpt a recipro cal 
gesture by the United States. 


Secretary o f State Henry A Kissinger, 
withdut co mmenting specifically o n the 
release o f the $2 millio n, credited Castro 
with taking “ so me limited steps” to ward 
reco nciliatio n with the United States. 


“ We do no t co nsider an animo sity 
to ward Cuba is an essential aspect o f o ur 
fo reign po licy ,” Kissinger said Mo nday 
in respo nse to a questio n at a meeting o f 
American public bro adcasters. 


Castro to ld McGo v ern he fo und argu­ 
ments fo r the release o f the funds to be 
reaso nable. The senato r receiv ed the let­ 
ter last Friday , two day s after William D. 
Ro gers, the assistant secretary o f state 
fo r inter-American affairs, mentio ned 
the ranso m mo ney as o ne o f six areas o f 
co ncern to the United States in its rela­ 
tio ns with Cuba. 


The o thers include v isits o f Cuban 
families in bo th directio ns, release o f 
American priso ners no w in Cuban jails, 
co mpensatio n fo r natio nalized U.S. pro ­ 
perty in Cuba, Cuba’s demands fo r an in­ 
dependent Puerto Rico , and U.S. de­ 
mands fo r a Cuban po licy o f no n-inter­ 
v entio n in the hemisphere. 
CATV de c is ion de la y e d 


Christian Demo cratic Premier Aldo 
Mo ro and his mino rity cabinet. Info rmed 
so urces said they planned to mo v e with 
cautio n and mo deratio n and wo uld co n­ 
centrate o n so lidify ing their new po wer 
in the lo cal go v ernments. 
Altho ugh Berlinguer has abando ned 
o pen criticism o f the No rth Atlantic 
Treaty Organizatio n and its bases in Ita­ 
ly , the electio n result was also certain to 
send sho ck wav es thro ugh the White 
Ho use and the State Department. 
Washingto n’s co ncern o v er the gro wing 
Co mmunist strength in bo th Italy and 
Po rtugal has been apparent, and Presi­ 
dent Fo rd and Secretary o f State Henry 
A. Kissinger v isited Ro me two weeks ago 
in an attempt to strengthen NATO’s ties 
with Italy . The Co mmunists accused 
them o f try ing to aid the Christian 
Demo crats in the electio n. 


The aty Co uncil again delay ed a final 
decisio n o n the Cablev isio n rate increase 
Mo nday night, passing a reso lutio n calling 
fo r additio nal financial data o n the 
co mpany . 
The co uncil required the acco unting firm 
o f Crav en, Weishaar, Wo o ldridge and 
Do o ley to determine the anticipated annual 
pro fit margin o f Cablev isio n based upo n 
the pro jected subscriptio n rate o f $6 .15 per 
mo nth. The reso lutio n also requests 
Cablev isio n to submit co pies o f two 
financial repo rts it is required to file 
annually with the Federal Co mmunicatio ns 
Co mmissio n. 
After this info rmatio n has been giv en to 
the co uncil, the reso lutio n say s, “ the 
co uncil 
shall 
finally 
co nsider 
and 
determine the said pro po sed franchise 
o rdinance and rate.” 


The co uncil had been ex pected to act o n 
the o rdinance and the $6 .15 rate Mo nday 
night. City Co unselo r Ro bert Fritz had 
been o rdered to draw up the new 
o rdinance two weeks ago when the $6 .15 
rate was tentativ ely set.

Audito r William Wo o ldridge co nducted

Cablev isio n had been lo sing mo ney in 
Sedalia and wo uld lo se mo re witho ut a rate 
increase. 
(^blev isio n has requested the co uncil 
giv e it a mo nthly rate o f $6 .9 0, up fro m 
$5 .9 0. Harriso n said that wo uld giv e the 
co mpany a rate o f return o f 6 .4 per cent. 
The 25 -cent raise pro po sed by the co uncil 
will giv e the co mpany a rate o f return o f 
o nly 3 .2 per cent, Harriso n said. 


“ If they think that is fair,” Harriso n said, 
“ they sho uld tell us.” 
Harriso n said his ho me o ffices in Tulsa 
“ can’t believ e this.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sev en majo r 
natural gas pro ducers hav e been o rdered 
to turn o v er co nfidential reco rds o f their 
gas reserv es to a co ngressio nal panel 
after thwarting effo rts by the Federal 
Trade Co mmissio n to o btain the same re­ 
co rds. 
The subco mmittee that subpo enaed 
the reco rds is inv estigating whether the 
natural gas industry has been under­ 
estimating U.S. natural gas reserv es in 
o rder to persuade the Federal Po wer 
Co mmissio n to allo w higher prices. 
The trade co mmissio n has been try ing 
to o Uain many o f tho se reco rds since 
19 70 but thf co mpanies hav e been suc­ 
cessful in co urt actio ns in keeping the in­ 
fo rmatio n co nfidential. 
Chairman J o hn E. Mo ss, D-Calif., o f 
the Ho use Co mmerce Co mmittee’s sub­ 
co mmittee o n o v ersight and inv estiga­ 
tio ns said he ex pects to receiv e all o f the 
data by J uly 22. But the co unsel o f the 
subco mmitee say s the gas co mpanies 


canno t go to co urt to blo ck the sub­ 
po enas. 
When the panel o pened hearings last 
week, it receiv ed a Federal Trade Co m­ 
missio n staff repo rt sho wing that in o ne 
sampling, reserv es repo rted by the in­ 
dustry ’s 
American 
Gas 
Asso ciatio n 
were 24 per cent less than what in­ 
div idual co mpany reco rds sho wed. 


The FTC repo rt reco mmended actio n 
against these firms and the AGA, co n­ 
cluding that they were “ co ncertedly 
maintaining a deficient natural gas re­ 
serv e repo rting pro gram” to influence 
prices. 
The FPC, which regulates the in­ 
terstate price o f natural gas, uses supply 
data in calculating what the price ceil­ 
ings sho uld be. 
Mo nday ’s subpo enas were appro v ed, 
10 to 1, in ex ecutiv e sessio n o f the sub­ 
co mmittee with o nly Republican Rep. 
J ames M. Co llins o f Tex as v o ting no . The 


subpo enas were to be serv ed o n the chief 
ex ecutiv e o fficers o f the American Gas 
Asso ciatio n, Standard Oil o f Califo rnia, 
Ex x o n, Mo bile Co rp., Shell Oil Co ., Stan­ 
dard Oil o f Indiana, Tenneco and Tex aco 
Inc. Fo ur o ther co mpanies had v o lun­ 
teered info rmatio n fo r the FTC in­ 
v estigatio n. 


Mo ss said that if the reo rds o f the 
sev en co mpanies fo llo w the same pattern 
set by tho se o f the o ther fo ur, this clearly 
wo uld establish the unreliability o f the 
reserv e figures used by the American 
Gas Asso ciatio n. 


Mo ss said he wo uld hav e to seek co n­ 
tempt o f Co ngress citatio ns if they do no t 
appear with their reco rds. 


A spo kesman fo r the American GaS 
Asso ciatio n said the asso ciatio n wo uld 
co mply as far as it is able. Spo kesmen 
fo r tte sev en co mpanies had no co m­ 
ment o r co uld no t be reached.

KNOB NOSTER — Wo rk will begin early 
nex t y ear o n a 106 ,000-square-fo o t building 
at Whiteman Air Fo rce Base as the first 
step in a mo dificatio n o f missile silo s that 
ev entually will bring 1,200 peo ple into this 
area. 
The building will be put up by the Air 
Fo rce’s 
Space 
and 
Missile 
Sy stems 
Organizatio n, and will be lo cated near the 
present headquarters o f the 3 5 1st Strat^c 
Missile Wing. The building, due fo r 
co mpletio n in Octo ber, 19 76 , will serv e as a 
base o f iteratio ns fo r the silo mo dificatio n 
pro gram. 
Maj. J o seph Otterso n, assistant deputy 
co mmander fo r o peratio ns, sketched the 
bro ad o utlines o f the Whiteman pro ject in a 
talk Mo nday befo re the Sedalia Ro tary 
Club. 
Capt. Terrel Bo y ack, base info rmatio n 
o fficer, co nfirmed the pro ject Tuesday . He 
said the majo r wo rk o n the silo s will get 
underway in April o f 19 78 and will be 
co mpleted in September o f 19 79 . It will be 
the first majo r mo dificatio n at Whiteman 
since the mid-6 0s. 


Bo y ack called the pro ject a “ fo rce 
impro v ement pro gram,” and said it wo uld 
inv o lv e the “ hardening” o f ex isting missile 
silo s, including wo rk o n asso ciated silo 
hardware. There will be no mo dificatio n o f 
the missiles themselv es, Bo y ack said. 
The 
hardening 
pro ject, 
which 
presumably will include thicker co ncrete 
co v ers fo r the missile silo s, is designed to 
make the Minutemen less v ulnerable to 
enemy attack. 
There are 150 mo dified Minuteman 1 
missiles in the Whiteman wing, spread o ut 
o v er 16 ,000 square miles o f West Central 
Misso uri. 
Prime co ntracto r fo r the pro ject will be 
the Bo eing Aero space Co . o f Seattle, Wash. 
Bo eing perso nnel and o ther subco ntractcws 
v rill to Ul abo ut 1,200 peo ple, said Bo y ack. 
He said mo st o f the wo rkers wo uld be 
bro ught in fro m the o utside, but that so me 
lo cal hiring wo uld be do ne. 
The jo b is scheduled to be co mpleted in 
April o f 19 80. 
Bo y ack said the large building that will 
be co nstructed beginmng nex t y ear will

As fo r the co st the ambulance co mpany 
charges, Fritz said he has little do ubt the 
dty co uld regulate the rates. 
F. H. Rush, o wner and o perato r o f the 
Sedalia Ambulance Serv ice, 3004 So uth 
Ingram, the o nly o ther lo cal ambulance 
firm, Tuesday said “ I hav e no intentio n o f 
try ing to milk mo ney fro m the city . I do n’t 
need to .” Rush’s firm is lo cated just 
o utside the city limits, but has a city permit 
to o perate. 
“ We’v e go t two v ehicles and o ne o rdered 
and they all pass state regulatio ns,” he 
said. “ We’ll be able to pro v ide ambulance 
serv ice to Sedalians who need it.” Asked 
what he wo uld do if Wasso n fails to o btain 
the city funds and reduces his serv ices, 
Rush said, “ We’ll co ntinue to be o n call 
like we hav e been in the p ast... we’v e go t 
no plans at all to cutback any o f o ur 
serv ices.”

A conservative view 
Mino rity business 
o ffice is needed

At least a hu ndred 
bu reau s, agencies, of­ 
fices, and commissions 
mu st be administering 
programs intended to 
aid 
minorities. 
The 
most v alu able, by far, 
is OMBE. Most of the 
other agencies offer lit­ 
tle more than Band- 
Aids and aspirin; they 
treat sy mptoms, not cau ses. OMBE’s 
approach has greater meaning. 


Created by ex ecu tiv e order in 1969, 
OMBE operates ou t of a modest hu tch of 
offices in the rabbit warrens of the 
Commerce Department. The agency has 
deliberately , and perhaps u nfortu nately , 
kept its profile low. Well known within the 
commu nity of blacks, Spanish-Americans, 
and Indians, OMBE seldom is pu blicized 
any where else. It has 245 employ es and a 
$52 million annu al appropriation. In a 
gov ernment that hires 2.5 million employ es 
and spends $360 billion, OMBE is barely a 
footnote. 


The agency ex ists for one pu rpose only — 
to assist blacks and other minorities who 
want to go in bu siness for themselv es. It 
loans no money , bu t it encou rages, assists, 
and prov ides professional adv ice to rou ghly 
25,000 clients a y ear. To be su re, it 
diKOu rages applicants also, when it 
appears that a proposed bu siness v entu re is 
doomed to failu re, bu t the approach is 
positiv e. OMBE is u nabashedly pro­ 
capitalism , pro-marketplace, pro- 
enterprise. To that ex tent, it is plainly a 
“conserv ativ e” ou tfit. 


Perhaps that ex plains the recent assau lt. 
The Hou se Appropriations Committee, 
dominated by liberal Democrats, last y ear 
ordered its sbdf to make a special report on 
OMBE. The staff spit on its hands, went to 
work, and du tifu lly produ ced a dev astating 
assau lt. 
The committee staff cou ld find scarcely 
one good thing to say abou t OMBE. In a 


report that ru ns on for 55 pages of the 
bUnding agate ty pe belov ed by the 
gov ernment’s printers, the staff charged 
that OMBE was gu ilty of du plication, 
inefficiency , u nimpressiv e achiev ements, 
and general incompetence. The staff saw 
OMBE as an agency riddled by infighting 
and weakened by poor performers. OMBE 
had ov ersatu rated su ch areas as New York 
and Chicago, and n^lected other parts of 
the cou ntry . In a few words, the agency 
was no damn good. 
A more charitable v iew might hav e 
acknowledged OMBE’s problems as no 
more seriou s, and no more nov el, then the 
problems of many other federal agencies in 
their start-u p y ears. Plenty of mistakes 
dou btless hav e been made. Bu t look at the 
record: 
» ^In 1969, there were 24 minority banks 
v rith $270 million in assets. Now there are 
68 minority banks with assets of $1.3 
billion. 
In 1969, there were 43 minority sav ings 
and loan institu tions. Now there are 7 1. 
» ^In 
1969, 
some 
450 
minority 
bu sinessmen had franchise companies with 
gross receipts estimated at $67 .5 million. 
Now there are 2,450 su ch companies with 
receipts of nearly $400 million. 
» ^Six y ears ago, only 14 minority 
bu sinessmen were known to hav e au to 
dealerships. Today there are 234 su ch 
dealerships with receipts of $585 million. 
This same period has seen thou sands of 
minority bu sinessmen go into serv ice 
stations, retail trade, tru cking, cable 
telev ision, and constru ction. In 1969, ihe 
federal gov ernment made only $12.6 
million 
in 
pu rchases 
from 
minority 
companies. In fiscal ’7 4, the su m was $700 
million. 
It' wou ld be absu rd, of cou rse, to credit 
OMBE alone for this gratify ing growth. The 
Small Bu siness Administration has play ed 
an important role. The priv ate sector, 
ev idencing some enlightened leadership, 
has done mu ch. Many factors hav e 
contribu ted. 
Bu t the Office of Minority Bu siness 
Enterprise is an immensely u sefu l cataly st. 
Within the minority commu nity , it fosters 
those 
characteristics 
of ambition, 
incentiv e, indu stry , and personal dignity 
that are essential to the long-range 
assimilation of minorities into the main 
stream of American life.

President Ford 
inv ited his Cabinet for a Potomac cru ise.

Chairman 
Mary 
Lou ise Smith was inv ited to jdn them, and 
she did a little scheming with the President 
ov er coffee and cheesecake. 
Bu t Ford was more concerned abou t 
being fair to his political enemies than 
doing them in. Here are a few of the 
contrasts between Nix on and Ford . 
^^In 1972, the Nix on crowd condu cted 
espionage, leaked damaging docu ments 
and plotted other sku lldu ggery against the 
two Repu blicans, Rep. Pau l “Pete” 
McGoskey , R.-Calif., and Rep. John 
Ashbrook, R.-Ohio, who dared to challenge 
President Nix on for the nomination. In 
contrast. President Ford has passed the

to

Repu blican 
National 
Committee to giv e equ al treatment to any 
riv al candidates, su ch as Ronald Reagan or 
Sen. Howard Baker, R.-Tenn., who may try 
to beat him ou t of his job. 
Nix on coiicentrated almost the entire 
Repu blican effort in 1972 u pon re-electing 
himself, with the resu lt that some 
Repu blicans were defeated who cou ld hav e 
been sav ed. This cau sed bitterness in the 
GOP ranks after the election. A few day s 
ago. Ford v isited against with Mrs. Smith 
in his ov al office. He wanted her to bu ild a 
strong party , he stressed, not a Ford cu lt. 
‘^Du ring the 1972 campaign, Nix on u sed 
his White Hou se cou nsel, John Dean, to 
obstru ct any one who got in their way .

any Ford riv als who requ ested it. Bu chen 
immediately relay ed the word to. the 
national committee’s cou nsel, ex -Rep.

Repu blican National Chairman George 
Bu sh to perform ou trageou s chores for 
Nix on. Witnesses v iv idly recall Bu sh losing 
his u su al calm and shou ting into the phone: 
“No! No! No! I won’t do it!” Now Ford is 
so scru pu lou s that his aides don’t dare 
make an improper requ est. 


Nix on aides tried to u se ev ery thing 
from Nav y ships to Air Force planes for 
political pu rposes. Bu t if Ford now makes 
a political appearance du ring an official 
trip, he requ ires the party to pay the 
ex penses, inclu ding the cost oi operating 
Air Force One. The GOP shelled ou t 
$26,000 for u se of Air Force One, for 
ex ample, after a recent political jau nt. 
*^In the old day s, the Nix on team 
dictated to the party where the President 
wou ld make political appearances. Bu t 
Ford’s aides recently asked Chairman 
Smith where Ford cou ld do the party the 
most good. Party strategists carefu lly 
worked u p a list (rf states they wanted the 
President to v isit, inclu ding California, 
Colorado, Illinois, Missou ri, Montana, New 
Yorir, Oklahoma and Virginia. He hopes to 
follow their itinerary . 
Under Nix on, the party ’s ethnic 
div ision was loaded v rith right-wingers, 
inclu ding amiable Laszlo Pastor, formerly 
a member of Hu ngary ’s wartime Nazi 
y ou th organization.

Fund. Capitol Insurance and 
Prov ident Life — which total 
$240,000 
And t hen t he re is an 
$8 ,6 24.32 claim from former 
league president Gary Dav id­ 
son. 
Attorney Cohn said he did 
not know what the Dav idson 
claim was for but believ ed it 
represented out of pocket ex ­

He and Walt Wesley were traded by the Milwaukee Bucks to 
Los Angeles for Elmore Smith, Brian Winters and the 
Lakers’ two first-round draft picks, Dav id Mey ers of UCLA 
and J unior Bridgeman of Louisv ille. 
“ A heav enly day . a delightful day , ” said Ckx )ke when the 
acquisition of Abdul-J abbar was announced. Cooke is the 
man who has to pay the bills AbdulJ abbaV will earn at least 
$500,000 per y ear from the Lakers 
Cooke paid big money to Wilt Chamberlain, who helped 
lead the Lakers to an NBA title four y ears ago. then quit and 
became play er-coach of the San Diego Conquistadors of the 
riv al American Basketball Association 


Cooke balked when Chamberlain wanted a tax -free annual 
salary of $400,000. 
After the 19 6 9 season, AbdulJ abbar was the top draft 
choice in the NBA, going to the last-place Bucks, a one-y ear-

Ford's signing of Title IX surprises many 


WASHINGTON (A P) - 
When P resid en t Ford, a 
former Michigan center, ap­ 
prov ed new federal regula­ 
tions prohibiting sex dis­ 
crimination in the nation’s 
schools and colleges, includ­ 
ing discrimination in sports, a 
lot of football coaches shook 
their heads in amazement. 


"Our members are terribly 
disappointed and surprised;’’ 
said Tom Hansen, assistant 
director of the National Colle­ 
giate Athletic Association. 
“ They can’t believ e that a 


football-play ing P resident 
would do that to us, that he 
wouldn’t be aware of all the 
dangers in Title IX, that he’d 
sign it ” 


"It’s v ery ’ probably going to 
destroy m en’s sports pro­ 
grams," Hansen said. "The 
members are kind of stunned 
and they ’re asking, ‘Is it real­ 
ly true?’’’ 


It was true. And the new re­ 
gulations will further com­ 
plicate the operation of men’s 
sp or ts p r og r am s w h ich 


already are sev erely strapped 
financially because of infla­ 
tion. That’s why the NCAA 
tried, unsuccessfully , to hav e 
rev en u e-p rod u cin g sports 
such as football and basket­ 
ball ex empted from the re­ 
gulations.

NEW YORK (AP) - The ag­ 
gressiv e Denv er Nuggets of the

Basketball 
Associ­ 
ation 
not 
only are

strong ov ertures in an effort to 
sign No. 1 draft chcx ce Marv in 
Webster, but they also report­ 
edly are angling f(Mr the rights 
to the Virginia Squires’ top 
pick, Dav id Thompson. 
Should they succeed in sign­ 
ing both, it would be a remark­ 
able coup. 
Webster, the 7 -foot “ Human 
Eraser" from Morgan State, 
was The Associated Press’ Col­ 
lege Div ision Play er (rf the 
Year each <rf the last two sea­ 
sons. 
Thon^>son, the 6 -5 master of 
the “ Alley Oop” play from 
North Carolina State, was the 
major college Play er <rf the 
Year each of the last two 
y ears. 


And should the Nuggets cor­ 
ral both Webster and Thomp­ 
son, the two most cov eted play ­ 
ers in collegiate basketball dur­ 
ing the 19 74-75 season, they 
would leav e the Atlanta Hawks 
of the National Basketball As­ 
sociation awfully embarrassed. 


Both Webster and Thompson 
were drafted by the financially 
ailing Hawks on the first round 
of the recent NBA draft. 
In fact, the Nuggets could 
ev en 
add 
further 
embar­ 
rassment to the Hawks by sign­ 
ing 6 -8 high school star Bill 
Willoughby of Dwight Morrow 
High School in Englewood, N J . 
Both clubs picked Willoughby 
on the second round of their re 
spectiv e drafts. 
There has been a report that 
Webster already has reached 
agreement with the Nuggets, 
but he denied it Monday shortly 
after the ABA draft, which was 
conducted by a conference call 
at league headquarters in New 
York. 
In Baltimore, Webster said, 
‘TU probably decide sometime 
soon,” he said, "may be within 
a week.” 
Asked about the report that 
Webster already was signed, 
Nuggets General Manager Carl 
Scheer said, “ Print any thing 
y ou want, but remember my 
promise that we would sign 
whomev er we picked.’’ 
While the Nuggets admittedly 
hav e been bargaining furiously 


for Webster, Atlanta apparently 
has not. 
Webster’s agent. Norm Blass, 
was quoted as say ing that At­ 
lanta owner J ohn Wilcox has 
not 
made 
any 
offer 
while 
Hawks’ 
Coach 
Cotton 
Fitz­ 
simmons has told him to be 
patient. 
The Hawks apparently also 
hav e not pursued Thompson 
v igorously .

Atlanta’s problems are com­ 
plicated by the sale of the ma­ 
jority of the club’s stock. The 
sale apparently is on the v erge 
of falling through since the 
NBA fin ^ the club $400,000 for 
a prev ious signing v iolation. 
"I hav e a gut feeling that 
there probably 
won’t be a 
sale,” said Wilcox . 
Without a sale, it is doubtful 
the financially troubled Hawks 
can sign play ers like Webster 
and Thompson, each of whom 
likely will command contracts 
of more than $2 million.
